palities is recognition of economic and po-’ 


litical facts of modern Georgia. 

Primarily it accepts for the first time 
that population changes and growth of 
urban centers have brought about a new 
situation with which the state must be 
concerned. 

More than half the people now live in 
cities and more people make their living 
in business and industry than on the farm. 
The welfare of these people is fully as 
important as-when they lived on the land. 
But towns and cities no longer are mere 
agricultural trading posts. 

For the first time a legislative com- 
mittee has taken the trouble to investigate 
the problems of municipalities. It was 
an enlightening experience. They have 
learned the problems brought about by 
demands for services, facilities, utilities, 
land and area use, zoning, planning, em- 
ployment opportunities, the necessity for 
industrial development to stem migration, 
markets and the interdependence between 
rural and urban areas. 

Problems of the municipalities, of 
county governments and of state govern- 
ment are closely connected, they find, and 
“Our people are one regardless of city 
and county lines.” One cannot prosper 
without the other. 

The committee frankly admits, how- 
ever, that towns and cities have not been 
permitted to receive tax funds from the 
state while no new sources of revenue 
have been opened to them. 

The committee proposes to find out 
how important the health of municipali- 
ties and their growth are to continued 
progress in Georgia. It accepts as a state 
responsibility the encouraging of indus- 
trial development and aid to urban popu- 
lations. 

We congratulate the committee for 
this needed first step in recognition of 
cities and of their vital importance to the 
state’s economy. It is a move in the direc- 
tion of granting them equality in state 
government—an end which is inevitable 
and in line with changing times. The 
quicker it is achieved the better it will 
be for all of Georgia.

Slum Property Owners 
Given Ample Warning 


Owners of slum property in Atlanta 
are being put on notice as to what they 
are expected to do in order to comply 
with the housing code. 

Ignorance of the law, an excuse that 
is as popular as it is weak, should be given 
short shrift now that copies of the code 
and warnings are being mailed to affected 
property owners.

World's Hunger Grows 
Along With Population 


In calling for a “genuinely noble war” 
against hunger and famine yesterday in 
his speech in New Delhi, President Ei- 
senhower referred to the greatest prob- 
lem facing the world today. 

The problem indeed is one of hunger. 
But the President did not elaborate upon 
the basic reason for it—the population ex- 
plosion. World population, especially in 
the underdeveloped areas, is increasing 
faster than production and food supplies. 

In the last 20 years, the human race 
has increased by some 700 million people. 
In the next 20 years, well over one bil- 
lion people will be added if today’s growth 
rate continues. There are now about 
2,800,000,000 people in the world and this 
is Increasing at a rate between 35 and 
40 million a year. In another half cen- 
tury world population could be five 
or six billion persons. 

On a worldwide average it is estimated 
that 2% acres of land are required to 
provide food and fiber for one 150-pound 
human for one year at a subsistence level 
of 2,000 calories per day. It would thus 
require more than five billion acres of 
arable land to maintain the present world 
population on a bare subsistence level. 

Present food and fiber production is 
only about 40 per cent then of the bare 
minimum, Unless this production can be 
increased, world living standards will de- 
cline further and unprecedented famines 
will occur. : 

>The main reason for much of the 
world’s unrest lies in the fact that more 
than two-thirds of the people on this 


globe lack the minimum food, raiment 
and shelter necessary. 

The developing controversy over birth 
control directly is related to the world 
political problem and the hunger about 
which President Eisenhower talks. With- 
out worldwide birth control, many of 
those millions are doomed to starvation. 

In spite of the President’s disavowal, 
controlling population growth is a con- 
cern of this country and of every coun- 
try. With our own rapidly expanding 
numbers, our great capacity for aiding 
others with food and fiber is dwindling. 
Better methods of production and conser- 


vation everywhere and birth control are: 


the only answers to greater impoverish- 
ment.

Little Rock’s Message: 
‘Our Trouble Is Past’ 


Little Rock’s Chamber of Commerce 
is sending out over the nation an appeal 
to industry to locate in that city. They are 
using an editorial reprinted from the Ar- 
kansas Gazette. 

The editorial honestly states that the 
chaos resulting from the closed schools 
in Little Rock stopped the coming of new 
business. And, says the editorial, “in com- 
plete candor we couldn’t blame industrial 
capital for looking somewhere else be- 
cause executives and workers want their 
children educated. The loss didn’t start 
until the schools were closed because few 
believed Little Rock actually would halt 
education.” 

But all this now is changed. 

And what the Chamber of Commerce 
is underlining in its appeal to industry to 
come back to Arkansas and Little Rock is 
contained in one paragraph. We commend 
it to the attention of Chambers of Com- 
merce in all Georgia’s cities. Little Rock’s 
big appeal is now this: 


“Yet there is now one distinction in Lit- 
tle Rock’s favor. Here the trouble is past. 
In other Southern cities, and we take no sat- 
isfaction in this observation, the adjustment 
may be only beginning. In Little Rock the 
void between old custom and new law has 
been bridged by the application in good faith 
of the Pupil Assignment laws. Good order 
and public education have been restored and 
secured by this community’s own leadership, 
in actions which have now been ratified both 
in the state courts and at the polls.” 


This will be a powerful appeal. 

Little Rock’s troubles are in the past. 
Her businessmen came to the support of 
a placement law held constitutional by 
the courts. The teachers are happy. The 
students are content. There is no trouble. 
The processes of law are at work. 

There is indeed now one great distinc- 
tion in Little Rock’s favor. Her trouble is 
past. 

Those who do not learn from the mis- 
takes of the past are doomed to repeat 
them. Need we do that?

Can Murray Plan 


Aid Disarmament? 


WASHINGTON—While another presidential 
committee is searching for a U.S. disarma- 
ment policy one of the most informed critics 
of the administration’s past disarmament 


has come forward 


programs 
with a new and concrete proposal of his own. Its author is Thomas 
Murray, a long-time member of the Atomic Energy Commission and 
now consultant to the Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic 


Energy. 

His knowledge and experience 
give him the credentials to speak 
out. His ideas should not be light- 
ly dismissed. 

It seems to me that Murray 
has made a strong case for the 
kind of disarmament he wants to 
achieve and a debatable case for 
the method by which he aims to 
achieve it. 

His purpose is to dismantle the 
capacity of any nation to use 
“violence” to further _ political 
ends. He defines violence as the 
use of military power in such an 
extensive, indiscriminating or 
even unlimited measure and 
manner as threatens the exist- 
ence of all mankind. His purpose 
is to retain the use of force 
either to serve the national inter- 
est or to put it behind interna- 
tional law. 

It seems #6 me that Murray is 
talking honestly and candidly. 
He is saying that to  pro- 
pound grandiose disarmament 
schemes to discard everything is 
either foolhardy or misleading. 

In his speech outlining his con- 
cept before the Institute of World 
Affairs in Pasadena this week, 
Murray put it this way: 

“The past decade has been ah 
era of terror because over it has 
hung the threat of violence—un- 
controlled, unlimited, both politi- 
cally and morally absurd. Our 
immediate and urgent purpose, 
therefore, must be to effect an 
orderly dismantling of the era of 
terror by dissipating this threat 
of violence.”’

He proposes megaton disarma- 
ment without verification. If Rus- 
sia wants such disarmament as 
much we do, why shouldn't she ac- 
cept inspection? 

He says: “We must assume 
that the Soviet stockpile matches 
our own.” But. what if ours 
doesn’t match Russia’s? Then 
the Soviets will be left with un- 
destroyed megaton bombs. Under 
the Murray plan neither side 
would know what, if any, the 
other side had left. Wouldn't that 
create intolerable tension? 


I am not suggesting that Mur- 
ray may not have good answers 
for these questions. I am suggest- 
ing that he has begun a construc- 
tive, timely debate and that his 
proposals deserve the most 
searching consideration.
